It had been brought to the attention of the PIDE that several revolutionary 
xroups in Sortugal hed hed a meeting and had set definite plas of «vtivity 
for the future, The PIDE had investigated this report and the resul% was 
that at 5 pom. on 15 Mey they closed dow on an apartment situated 7 Rua 
Ceatilho 57, 4th floor, Lisbon, and found plans of the Grande Gonselhe 
Nacional de Libertacas (Grand National Council of Liberation). Thi: 
apartment was used as headquarters for a committee of proxies delegated by 
individuals end revolutionary groups. It was there that the PIDE found 

the constitution and ples mentioned in the previous report. They also 
found the charts of sebotage organizations and maps which gave in couplete 
detail how the military uprising was to be apread. The revolution within 
the military was to commence at Brega, in the northern part of the country, 
and thence proceed first to Vila Real, then to Chaves, Porte, Matozirhos, 
and south to Coimbra end Tomar. Lisbon was te be teken over by having the 
PSP (Policia da Seguranca Publica - Public Security Police) neutralize, 

by force if nécessary, the PIDE and teke police control of the capital. 
Plans had been laid te sabotage every radio atation in Frortugal exc «ot the 
one at Seo Mamede, which was to be used to sive instuctions to the -eve~ 
lutionary groups that were trying to teke over the city of Lisbon. 


fhe above-nentioned committee was known as the Organizacao de Governn 
Trensitorio (Treusitional Government Organization), and was headed by 
Celestine Soseres, assisted by Carlos Lobo. The cangtitution prowie ' 
that the provisional government was to be headed by Admiral Afonso 
Cerqueira, as President of the Republic; General dose Goudinho was to 
be Prime Sinister. The cabinet posts were to be distributed as foliows:

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The ministries of Marine and Economy were not specifically mentioned. Two 

more names were discovered ag proposed ministers in the provisional govern= 

mont, but there was no indication that they were to have ‘these posts. They 

were Brigadier Vasco d6Carvalho and Colonel Bento Ferreira, There were 

two under seoretaries mentioned in the list without exact designation ond 
only described as Engineer Gales and Engineer Castilho. 


3. General Carmone, the present president of the republic, out of respect for 
hia advenced age and his general popularity, was to be put in a residence 
forcee compatible with his former position. All other members of the 
government, including Salazar, his ministera and subesecretaries, were to 
be seized and incarcerated without exception, and all were to be tried.

The agent of the 
Partido Socialista Portugues succeeded in ecapiniss. was still at renee ne 
and had not been identified as of 16 May.
